According to statements made to the au- 
thorities, Baker claimed to have a system 
by which he was enabled to protect his puts 
and calls on wheat, corn, and other grains 
in which brokers deal. 
Under Baker’s plan it was declared that 
when wheat declined the broker was able 
through his system to make up the loss on

He finally threatened to bring his 
500 soldiers ashore, and they were obliged to 
give in. He tore down their flag, and raised 
the Filipino flag. It was by similar acts of 
force that Aguinaldo at first gained strength 
in his movement. The people looked upon 
him with suspicion after he returned from 
Hongkong. It is a matter of record that 
after receiving the $250,000 to leave the 
Philippines he had bought a passage to 
Europe.”

All the different 
lines of business were included, and in all 
of these stores the closing signs were dis- 
played in the windows.

LONDON, Jan. 13.—A Londoner, who has 
access to confidential sources of informa- 
tion, makes the following exclusive state- 
ment as to the truth about the questions 
at issue between the British government a 
British Generals in south Africa: 

“Lord Wolseley, curiously enough, has 
no responsibility whatever for the conduct 
of the campaign in south Africa, and is. 
merely consulted when it pleases the Cabi- 
net Junta, which decides everything. This 
junta is called the Committee of National 
Defense.’ It consists of Lord Salisbury, 
Balfour, the Duke of Devonshire, Goschen, 
and Lansdowne. 

Wolseley was much more in sympathy 
with General Butler, the late Commander- 
in-Chief in south Africa, than the Cabinet. 
General Butler warned the government 
months before the outbreak of hostilities 
that it would require 120,000 men at the least 
to overcome the resistance of the Boers. 
Butler was, therefore, brought home under 
cloud. 
“The government then appointed General 
Buller as Commander-in-Chief. This ap- 
pointment was made with the approval of 
Wolseley, but as soon as General Buller was 
appointed the government left everything 
in his hands, nor had Wolseley anything 
further to say as to the direction of affairs. 


Lord Wolseley Ignored. 

Before Buller arrived in Africa Wolseley 
had given one command, definite, explicit, 
and peremptory, to General White; that 
command has been disobeyed. White was 
left free hand to act in Natal as he pleased. 
subject solely to Wolseley’s order that on no 
account whatever should he allow himself 
to be cut off from his base. 

This, however, is exactly the one 
which White permitted to take place, with 
the result that he is now shut up with his 
cavalry in a position from which he is power- 
less to influence the course of events. 

All decisions for which the British gov- 
ernment is now being severely attacked, 
such as the refusal of colonial mounted 
troops and the delay in sending out rein- 
forcements, are due, not to the Cabinet, but 
to Buller, whose word was law. | 


Buller Changes His Plans. 
“When Buller left England his plan of 
campaign was to march in force upon Bloem- 

fontein, leaving Kimberley and Ladysmith 


to their fates. He was still of the same 


opinion when he landed, but Sir Alfred 
Milner succeeded in persuading him that 
political considerations necessitated some 
attempt to save the beleaguered garrisons. 
Hence, he flung over his whole plan of cam- 
paign, split up his force into four, and 
achieved disaster with them all. 
Nevertheless, the Ministers did not in- 
terfere. Lord Wolseley, more than a 
month ago, presented a strong memorandum 
to the Cabinet, demanding that another 
army corps be mobilized at once in order 
that the troops in Africa should be rein- 
forced, and the Indian army be brought up 
to its normal standard of strength. He then 
warned the Cabinet that they might antici- 
pate a war of twelve months’ duration. The 
warning met with as little attention as 
those of General Butler.

British Government Gives Up Another 
Supply of Provisions Seized at 
Delagoa Bay. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—Secretary of 
State Hay said tonight that the British gov- 
ernment had released the American goods 
on the Dutch vessel Maria and that they 
were now in Delagoa Bay: The goods con- 
sist of flour and other provisions, which the 
English authorities seized as contraband of 
war intended for the use of the Transvaal 
troops. This seizure was made the subject 
of diplomatic discussion between this gov- 
ernment and Great Britain. 


WOOD TAKES UP TAX QUESTION. | 


Commission to Investigate the Problem 
Throughout Cuba—Excitement 


Over Mora’s Dismissal. | 


HAVANA, Jan. 13.—Governor General 
Wood on Monday will issue an order ap- 
pointing a commission of three to study and 
report upon the problem of taxation through- 
out the entire island. : 

The removal of Sefior Mora, Fiscal of the 
Supreme Court, continues the main topic of 
discussion in the city. All are apparently 
coming to the conclusion that the action 
of the Governor General is justifiable, the 
only question being whether Sefior Mora 
should not be prosecuted. The people, espe- 
cially the lawyers, have begun to realize that 
the Fiscal is responsible for the fact that 
men who have been allowed to lie in prison 
for years have not been brought to trial 
within the last few months. 

One man, who had been fourteen years 
awaiting trial, had applications on file in 
Sefior Mora’s office asking the reason for 
his non-arraignment. There are many 
similar cases, investigation of which will 
show, if nothing worse, culpable negligence 
and absolute inattention to the duties of the 
office. 

The Cubano says every one is agreed that 
Mora wok advantage of a favorable oppor- 
tunity, anticipating his inevitable down- 
fall, by posing as the champion of the in- 
violability of the law. The Cubano also says 
that the dismissal of Mora was already as- 
sured, when the latter, seizing the opportu- 
nity which was at hand, tried to make his 
dismissal unpopular. General Wood has 
done a good action, the paper deciares, and 
should continue the process, which, though 
drastic, is essential to reforms long desired 
by the Cubans. 

The Lucha says: The intervening gov- 
ernment was well within its rights in dis- 
missing Mora, who lost his position because 
of negligence of duty.

DREDGING NEAR AN END. 


WORK RUSHED ON THE COLLATERAL. 
CHANNEL OF THE CANAL. 


Bapected All Earth Will Have Been | 
Removed by Daylight, Only a Small 


Amount Remaining at Midnight— 
Water Levels Eliminate All Danger 
Dam at Western Avenue Being Cut 
Rapidly—Machinery at Lockport 
Beartrap Is Satisfactory. 
Only a few hundred cubic yards of clay re- 
mained to be dredged from the south end 
of the collateral channel of the drainage 
canal at Thirty-fifth street and Kedzie ave- 
une last midnight. It was expected the last 


bucket of earth would be removed before, 
daylight. The Green Dredging company 


until next Wednesday morning from 
Sanitary District. 

At 6 o'clock last evening the level of the 
water in the main channel at Kedzie avenue 
Nas not quite two feet below that of the 
Chicago River, and was rising at the rate of 
one-tenth of a foot an hour. The slight 
difference between the two levels removed 
all risk attending the opening of the collat- 
eral channel, and the contractors 
with the work at a rapid rate. 

“ There will be no risk in completing the 
cut,” said Chief Engineer Randolph last 
evening after returning with President Bol- 
denweck from a visit to Lockport. The cut

- Beartrap Leaf Is Raised. 
President Boldenweck and Chief Engineer 
Randolph raised the leaf of the bear trap 
at Lockport to a point five feet and eight 
inches above the level of the water in the 
canal at noon. Then the automatic machin- 
ery was adjusted, and this height of the 
crest will be maintained, they say, until the 
drainage canal is accepted by the special 
commission of inspection and Governor Tan- 
ner signs the permit to open the works. 
All of the hydraulic machinery works 
without a hitch. On Fri night the regu- 
lating valves were adjus and the dam 
set two feet above the water line. Yester- 
day morning it was found the dam had 
raised during the night, as the water came 
up, and the set distance of two feet had not 
varied an inch. The gauge last evening at 
dark showed that the water lacks only two 
and two-tenths feet of Chicago datum, It 
rose one and seven-tenths feet during the 
day, and this afternoon should lack but five- 
tenths of a foot of the extreme height. With 
the wind blowing from the south the water 
in the Chicago River will be below datum 
and the filling completed that much earlier. 
The work necessary at Joliet before water 
can be turned down the valley is about done. 
District Engineer Hull hopes to have the 
leak into the tailrace stopped by this morn- 
ing, but that will have no effect on opening 
the canal. , 


Commission Will Not Impede. 
Attorney C. W. Brown, for the special in- 
spection commission, said he saw no difficul- 
ties in the road to obstruct the opening of 
the canal when present work is done.

Women Who Have Married French- 


Washington, D. C., Jan. Hee to 
advices received at the State department 
from Ambassador Porter at Paris, American 
women who have become the wives of 
Frenchmen and been deserted have a pe- 
culiar status before the law of France. 

The French law of marriage provides that 
marriages contracted by French citizens in 
foreign countries are valid if celebrated ac- 
cording to the forms habitual in those coun- 
tries, providing they conform to the require- 
ments of the French code with respect to 
age, prior marriage, kinship, parental con- 
sent, and consent of the parties. If, how- 
ever, these formalities have been dieregard- 
ed, the deserted wife still can claim recog- 
nition if she was 22 years of age and her 
husband 25 at the time of the marriage, and 
if there was no manifest intention to evade 
the provision of the French law.

PARIS, Jan. 13.—A newspaper of this dity 
has conducted what it claims to have been 
an exhaustive inquiry to ascertain the total 
number of automobiles now in use in the 
world. The following is given as the result: 
Automobiles registered in Paris, 8,701; in 
the suburbs of. Paris, 1,219; in the rest of 
France, 2,445; in the whole of Germany, 
1,427; in the whole of England, 580; in the 
United States, less than 800. 

Another paper, the Velo—this one a tech- 
nical authority in these matters—questions 
the accuracy of these figures, at least as 
far as foreign countries.

Candidates for the track teams at all the 
various Western colleges are at work train- 
ing for the spring dual meets and the West- 
ern Intercollegiate championships, but not 
a word has been heard as yet from the Inter- 
collegiate association. Last spring the asso- 
ciation recommended the abolition of the 
mile walk and the substitution of some other 
event, the two-mile run being suggested. 
It is a matter of considerable importance to 
the track men to know whether the walk will 
be retained, or whether the two-mile run or 
some other event will be substituted. 

For a time it will not make so much differ- 
ence, but when it comes down to the actual 
training for specific events it will make « 
great deal. A walker naturally would be a. 
candidate for the long run where endurance 
eounted for a great deal, but it will be a 
matter of some time to train a walker intoa 
runner, and that is the plan of several of the 
Western walkers, provided the two-mile run 
fg substituted, but at present there is no de- 
cision either way.

As a matter of fact, the Amer- 
ican league, 80 long held back by the Na- 
tional, has, under able and honest manage- 
its swaddling clothes and 
stands as a strong rival to the National It 
would lose absolutely nothing by breaking 
the national agreement, for it has never 
profited by that agreement. 

The national agreement is a document 
framed by the leaders of the baseball trust 
with the intention of killing competition. It 
has acted to the great benefit of the National 
Jeague and has served to hold the minor or- 
fanigations in check. By a little judicious 
dealing out of pap the National league has 
magnified the agreement into a bugaboo and 
Frightened the little leagues’ by declaring 
that, should the agreement be violated, base- 
bali would be killed. 

The agreement stipulates territory, draft- 
ing and reserve, and minor rights. The Na- 
tional league has secured twelve cities, the 
best in the land, leaving the others for the 
Minor leagues to divide. In the matter of 
Violating the agreement the minor leagues 
fould not lose. As the minor league mana- 
gers are not seeking financial suicide they 

_ would not “ cut in“ in any eity unless that 
tity was able to support two clubs. 

In the matter of drafting the National 

© magnates drew the drafting clause 
Bo that, since the agreement went intoZorce, 
eshey have been able, at nominal sums. to 
take any player they wanted from the minor 
erganizations, in many cases ruining minor 
e clubs.

Advantages of Cruising Stations. 


The advantages of cruising stations are 
apparentsto any one who ever has sailed 
any distance upon a yacht. Besides afford- 
ing a place, where the yachting party may 
put in and make repairs or perhaps tape 
aboard needed supplies they open a hos- 
pitable door lake ward, and a cruising party 
may put in there for a rest or perhaps a 
visit, which will come as a welcome di- 
version during its trip. 3 

In the past yachting parties have been 
compelled to stop at public harbors and se- 

cure accommodations as best they could, be- 

ing unacquainted, probably, with any one 
in the place and having nothing offered 
them in the way of entertainment. With a 
series of cruising stations, owned either by 
individual yachtsmen in Chicago or by one 
of the Chicago clubs and run for the ac- 
commodation of cruising yachtsmen, lake 
‘trips of this kind will necessarily become 
much more enjoyable and will be made a 

t deal easier fot the participants. 

It has long. been the plaint of Chicago's 
yachtsmen that there are few objective 
points for a short run and they point to the. 
great advantages enjoyed by salt water 
yachtsmen on the Atlantic coast and the 
fresh water yachtamen on Lake Erie. Vice 
Commodore Burroughs of the Rochester 
Yacht club commented on this when he was 
here last summer and he gave it as his opin- 
jon that it was largely a matter of harbors. 
When he drew comparison between yacht- 
ing conditions on these two great lakes he 
excited the envy of the Chicago yachtsmen 
by telling them of harbors and safe anchor- 
age all along the southern shore of the east- 
ern lake, and to this he attributed the gen- 
eral interest in yachting in those waters, 
where, he said, one could find two or three 
yachts in almost every cove.

Famous Mare Is Over Twenty-five 

Tears Old and Is of Little Value— 

None of the Heirs of the Famous 

_ . Horseman Is Interested in Turf Af- 

: fairs—Tommy Britton Given Exer- 

eise at the Washington Park Track 
Gossip of the Harness Horses.

Horsemen are y amused over the re- 
rt from a press bureau of a coming New 
ork auction sale that the Robert Bonner 
heirs will reserve Maud 8. from the sale of 
ithe stable. 
The truth of the matter is that Maud &., 
although she was at one time a champion 
trotter, would hardly bring $100 at any sale 
where the commercial spirit ruled. She is 
25 years old, which fact precludes her being 
of any use for harness purposes, and as it has 
never been possible to get her in foal the 
chances of doing so when she has already 
passed the allotted time of horse life are so 
remote as to be practically incalculable. 
The sentiment part of the matter, therefore,

Mr. Bonner himself was not a sentimental- 
iet in respect to horses. His methods were

Such generalizations have tended to bring 
criminal sociology to an incredulous public 
in a humorous light. 

Lombrpso has further imperiled the science 
for which he has done so much by his 
contemporary articles, and the public knows 
him best through these. When a scientist 
gives results. using the most accurate 
system of measurement known—the metric 
—and then writes articles similar to his 
“ Homicide in. North America,” for which 
his material was general informaticn, or 
such as Was Columbus Morally Ir- 
responsible?” one questions the valid- 
ity, at least, of the premises. His- 
torical records are at best the opinion of 
the man writing them or are fictitious or 
imaginative. Any one who knows the ex- 
treme difficulty of securing accurate reports 
from a living man of his sensations or judg- 
ments—note the varying opinions of witness- 
es who view the same thing or feel the same 
thing—cannot but marvel at the mere possi- 
bility of using records centuries old in such 
a study. Again, in order to show that Co- 
lumbus was not merely representative of his 
time and of-the moral standards then, these 
must be clearly shown.

I found these women no home- 
lier or more masculine than I observed about 
the streets of New York. So it was with the 
other characteristics alluded to.

A series of 
photographs of its spectrum, extending over 
a period of about two months, shows rates 
which varied between the limits of thirty- 
three and two miles a second. These photo- 
graphs leave no doubt, says Professor 
Campbell, that Capella ts a “ spectroscopic 
binary.” The period of the revolution has 
not yet been determined, but it is apparently 
not a long one. There are also indications 
that this brilliant star has associated with it 
a third companion which fs luminous, and 
which circles with it in a still shorter period, 
so that Capella is, probably, like the Pole 
star, at least a triple system.

PSYCHOLOGICAL STUDY. 

The tests in psychology are for the greater 
part new, as applied to women criminaia, 
though they are familiar ones in all univer- 
sity psychological laboratories. Heese 
greater details will here be required. The 
purpose in applying these tests to criminals 
is threefold: 

1. If crime fs the result of the manner 
which the individual functions in society, 
and he adjusts himself by means of his 
senses, and is governed by sensations, what 
differences in this respect exist between him 
and the normal individual, whose adjust- 
ments are better? Are there defects, and, if 
so, what do they mean, and why do they 


exist? 
2. Can psychology throw any light upon 


the problem of heredity and environment in 


producing crime? Will psychology reveal 
the defects, and will the environment ac- 
count for them? For this reason as nearly 
as was possible full social data were obtained 
and the resorts and homes of the criminals 
visited in order to secure an insight into the 
surroundings. 

8. The closer fusion of sociology and 
psychology, thus rendering the former 
more worthy of scientific standing, by reason 
of giving its conclusions bases of fact made 
upon accurate measurements and observa~ 
tions. — 

I can conceive of no better way to present 
both method and facts than to outline sepa- 
rately each measurement and give the con- 
clusions derived from each. By reason of 
the small amount of work done, and the 
difficulty in securing data from normals with 
which to compare, all conclusions or deduc- 
tions are stated tentatively, as a larger 
amount of measurements might lead to dif- 
ferent results. My data consist of meas 
urements of fifty-five students and sixty-one 


The records in each case are not 


always complete by reason of prejudices 
which could not be overcome, and new meas- 
urements being congequently introduced. It 
is intended to measure the industrial classes 
from which the criminals come so largely, 
and compare this cultural stage with that of 
the student; also to study the negro in the 
South and observe psychological and social 
differences. This series, when completed, it 
ts hoped, will have sufficient facts for trust- 
worthy conclusions. The psychological meth- 
od is capable of broad extension, and at the 
meeting of the National Prison association, 
held at Hartford in September, a committee 
was appointed, of which Dr. Henderson of 
the University of Chicago is chairman, to re- 
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PREVENTING ERROR. 
The laboratory in which these tests were 
made was always within the area of the pri- 
on building; sometimes a large cell was used, 
often the hospital room, if unoccupied. For 
many reasons the psychologist must work 
atone with her subject. In the first place, 
the subject’s confidence must be secured, 
and she must be put at her ease. Then she 
must be interested, and often the social 
data one desires can only be brought out in 
the course of an apparently indifferent, care- 
less conversation. Many of the tests require 
an attention which might be dissipated by 
the presence of a third person. A series of 
measurements for each subject requires from 
three to five hours, depending upon the 
capability of the subject, the facility with 
which she grasps what is desired of her, 
Sometimes an interesting discussion will 
consume several minutes, during which time 
no tests can be made. Of the whole time 
about twenty minutes are consumed in tne 
anthropometrical measurements, the re- 
mainder being given to the psychology. The 
reason for this is that the psychological 
measurements must be accurate, end are 
usually taken in averages. Fiveor ten tests, 
sometimes more, must be taken of each, and 
the average secured fs the result used.

Artist Visits Bevot. 

While still a student at the academy Miss 
Merrick accepted an invitation to visit 
Beypt and it was while there that she paint- 
ed the portrait of the Khediviah which was 
the beginning of her career as a painter of 
eiern potentates. Of the balls given by 
the Khedive at Abdeen Palace she says: ‘ 

There are generally about 800 guests, and not 
much dancing, as the ballroom has a t 
stretched over a Turkey carpet; but there is much 
tt be seen in the endless reception rooms, all ꝛead- 
ite the lovely winter garden in the center. I 
was amused at supper to see some of the Arab 

pocketing as much as they could, and eat- 
jelly with their fingers. Her Highness the 

Iviah looks through a gauze door to watch 
guests, she being, like all high-class women 
in the Hast, a purdah lady, and not allowed to be 
geen by any man but her husband. When I was 
painting the wife of the late Khedive Tewfik she 
tid me that she had asked a lady to arrange a 
firtation at ihe ball, near her gauze door, so that 
she could see what it was like. 


Peep into a Royal Harem. 
"Miss Merrick’s first peep into a royal 
harem was while painting the portrait of the 
Kiediviah: 

It was arranged that the Countess della Sala, 
& Russian Princess by birth, and wife of one of the 
gids-de-camp to the Khedive, should always ac- 
company me to the palace; and with her splen- 
aid pair of black Russian horses she dashed up 
Punctually every day to the hotel to convey me 
and my paint-box to the Kobreh palate, which 
Stands a few miles out of Cairo, and where the 
portrait was commenced: On our arrival at the 
gates we were received by two tall eunuchs, who 
eorted us through the gardens, passing on our 
way the Khedive’s jester, a 8 in a grotesque 
costume, making comical: grimac 

After waiting a few er in a spacious 
room hung with large gilt mirrors a stout 
lady entered dressed in a blue and white 
"cashmere dressing gown. By the little court 
courtesy the Countess della Sala gave, Miss 
Merrick shrewdly suspected this lady of 
being.her Highness, and sure enough it was. 

Ste had a bad cold in her head, which she 

‘Complained of in French and feared it would 

interfere With the portrait. Miss Merrick 

reassured her on this point, whereat she 
became much interested in the artist’s para- 

and wanted to help squeeze the 
paints on the palette. 

Being a Cireassian Princess she was fair for an 
Oriental, with large luminous dark eyes and 
pretty features, all dimples when she smiled; but 
her auty was spoilt by being so enormously 
tout, and as I was asked to overlook her 
double chins it was rather difficult to make a 
ful likeness. 


Khediviah Not Conventional. 

Generally, when sitting, she kicked off her 
shoes, and I found her, like most people who lead 
aimless lives, difficult to keep quiet for even half 
an hour; she much preferred to run to the looking- 
glass and try on the Countess della Sala’s hat, or 
ring for the chief of the eunuchs and give him 
lengthy instructions in Persian, at the end of 
which he always knelt and kissed the hem of her 
dress; or to send messages by two little mites of 
Slaves, who stood near with their hands rever- 
ently folded across their breasts, and whom she 
called La Cigale and La Fourmi.’’ Some- 
times she called for iced milk and raw eggs, 
breaking the latter and sucking them: and once, 
after a short sitting, she begged me to excuse her, 
as she had an engagément, and ran off delighted, 
like a child given a holiday, to drive into the 
desert with the ladies of the harem, in closed car- 
Mages and veiled, to eat sweetmeats and Tur 
delight—so little amuses these Eastern women: 
tut I have heard her complain of the enforced

In looking over Mr. Rafaelli’s exhibition 

it will be . that many of his luminous 
landscapes are in reality portraits of houses, 
churches, streets, and squares of Paris. 
They are imbued strongly with his own per- 
sonality, but his compositions are the re- 
sult of selection. He has chosen to paint 
the beatuy he has known how to discern in 
his surroundings. The silvery gray atmos- 
phere of Paris, the powdery dust of its sub- 
urban streets, and the warm gray stone of 
its buildings, the light blue skies, and the 
black trees furnish the dominant color notes 
of the whole exhibition. A few of his earlier 
works and a view of the back lots of Pitts- 
burg show somber tones. One of the most 
Pleasing of his American subjects is a view 
in Shenley Park, Pittsburg. It is also the 
first subject he painted in this country. 
In his study of “An American Farmer 
Clearing a Forest,” the artist may be sus- 
pected of putting a deceptive label on his 
goods. The farmer wears a beard of an 
American cut, but 4 red sash and stumps in 
the background cut close to the ground 
suggest a country where jaunty colors in 
costumes prevail and ‘where wood is scarce. 
The same model appears in another picture 
as a ragpicker. The most important figure 
subject in the collection is a portrait of the 
artist’s daughter, which was shown in the 
salon of 1898. 
An interesting feature of the exhibition is 
a collection of twenty-eight etchings and 
dry points printed in color. These not only 
serve to show the artist’s versatility in the 
use of materials, but in choice of subject as 
well. They include many charming and 
delicate landscapes and a varied assortment 
of types of 8 from various walks in 
life. 


On Feb. 1 the United States tranapdit 
Prairie will sail from New York for Havre 
with most of the art works accepted in this 
country for the Paris exposition of 1900.

Annual Book of Advice. 


The annual book of advice and suggestion 
to the club women of Illinois has been issued 
by Mrs, Robert Farson, President of the 
Illinois’ Federation of Women's Clubs. It 
contains the recommendations of the heads 
of all federation departments and will be the 
club woman's guide book for the year. 
The Committee on Philanthropy thinks the 
members of the federation can ease the rest- 
lessness of country life and aid in stopping 
the constant migration from farms and vil- 
lages if they will do more soclal club 
work.” 
We urge every club in the State to do 
social club work,“ advises Mrs, Henry T. 
Rainey, chairman of the Philanthropy com- 
mittee. More than two-thirds of our peo- 
mle are still on farms and in country towns; 
and in many ways need social leadership 
and organization. The lack of these is one 
of the prime causes for the constant migra- 
tion from farms and villages to the crowded, 
cities. Social service to those destitute of 
social privileges must be personal service.“ 
lub women are advised to work for the 
exposure and arrest of impostors and pro- 
fessional beggars. 

Urges a Woman's Building. 

Mrs. Henry M. Dunlap, who is chairman of 
“the subcommittee to fyrther the interests

practically. all the monetary transac- 
tions in connection with the turf are done, 
as the saying is, on the nod,” yet curiously 
enough nowhere but in England does the 
®Xtraordinary rule exist which causes the 
death of an owner to disqualify all the horses 
entered by him. It is a rule which was es- 
tablished, unless I am mistaken, at the be- 
ginning of the century, by the Jockey club, 
at @ moment when the Prince of Wales of 
‘the day, afterwards King George IV., was 
virtually convicted of questionable prac- 
tices, his trainer and jockeys being warned 
off the turf, and certain of his horses dis- 
qualified. But it is superfluous nowadays, 
when the standard of integrity in matters 
relating ot the turf has become so much 
higher, in spite of all that is said to the con- 
trary. The rule was adopted; of course, 
with the object of preventing dishonesty 
and sharp practice, A man, for instance, 
might die and leave his racehorses to some 
relative, who abominates racing, and who 
would be only too glad to dispose of the ant- 
mals to the highest bidder. The horses might 
in that way fall into the hands of unscrupu- 
lous persons, who might take advantage of 
their existing nomination for some of the 
great events to make money in a question- 
able manner by scratching them at the last 
moment. It was with the view of avoiding 
any danger of this kind that the rule was 
inaugurated. But it seeme ridiculous to 
apply it under the existing conditio fthe 
British turf, when it has been abolished 
everywhere else in Europe, and the result of 
enforcing it in the case of the laté Duke of 
Westminster is to virtually deprive ing 
in England of much of its interest for the 
next year or two. 


1 
No one had a larger or finer stable than 
the late Duke of Westminster, who carried 
off the Derby no less than four times and 
Whose stakes won amounted to close upon 
$5,000,000 all told. Small men do not as a 
rule nominate horses for the great contests 
of the turf, while the late Duke, whose 
horses are some of the finest ever bred in 
England, had grand horses entered for all 
the leading events of the next two years. 
All these entries are invalidated by his death, 
and in most cases it will be too late to re- 
enter them under the name of their new 
owner, This serves to deprive English horse 
racing, at any rate for the present year, of 
the greater part of its interest. 
It is asserted that an endeavor will be 
made at the next meeting of the Jockey club 


to modify in some way or another the ex- 


isting rule, which weighs heavily not only 
upon the family of a deceased owner, but 
likewise upon the entire sporting world, and 
especially upon the betting fraternity. A 
number of schemes have been suggested, 
some of which are supported by the Prince 
of Wales, who last year managed 
te secure the enactment of one or two turf 
reforms. The disqualification of all the 
horses belonging to the late Duke of West- 
minster constitutes practically a suspicious 
reflection upen the honesty of his executors 
and of his heirs. | 


It is difficult to describe the sensation 
which has been created throughout the 
length and breadth of Europe by the con- 
viction of Prince Prosper of Arenberg of 
the cold-blooded murder of a native in Ger- 
man south Africa. The Prince, was sen- 
tenced to three years’ imprisonment in a 
‘military prison and to be dismissed in dis- 
grace from the German army, In order to 
appreciate the importance of the event it 
must be explained that Prince Prosper is 
the only brother of the present Duke of 
Arenberg, head of the princely house of 
Ligne, and that only one life—namely: that 
of the Duke’s 6meonths-old baby; stands 
between the murderer and the Dukedom, 
not alone of Arenberg, but likewise of Mep- 
pen, of Crey, and of Aerschot, as well as the 
principality of Recklinghausen, and a gran- 
deeship of the first class in Spain. It is im- 
possible to conceive anything more coward- 
ly or disgraceful than the crime of which 
this Prince has been convicted by a court- 
martial. Indeed, the outrage was of such 
an unprovoked character as to lead to the 
impression that the Prince is crazy. It seems 
that the Prince, who is a species of ne’er- 
do-well, and who had been sent out to the 
colonies on that account, had been in 
command of a district in German southwest 
Africa. Among the cleverest and most uni- 
versally respected of the native officials of 
the locality was a man of the name of Willie 


Cain. One day the Prince in the course of a 


conversation with Cain lost his temper, and, 
walking up to a sentry on duty, ordered him 
to ‘shoot the native. The soldier refused, 
and when threatened with court-martial 
fired first ofall into the alr. Cain thereupon, 
who had remained perfectly quiet and re- 
spectful, saluted and walked away. The 
Prince then drew his revolver and threat- 
ened to shoot the sentry if he did not at once 
shoot Cain, whereupon he fired, wounding 
Cain in the leg and causing him to fall. The 
unfortunate native struggled to his knees, 
and it was while in that position that the 
Prince, wild with fury, rushed up and with 
his revolver shot the defenseless and inno- 
cent man, Wha was pleading for mercy, blow- 
ing his brains out. | | 
— 

Even in the colony, where cases of bru- 
tality on the part of the white officials are 
lamentably frequent, and have won an un- 
enviable notoriety for Germany's colonial 
officials, the outrage excited so much indig- 
nation the Governor immediately ordered 
the Prince back to Germany, sending a full 
report of the affair. He was arrested on 
reaching Berlin, and when asked for an ex- 
planation exclaimed: I was provoked and 
irritated, and I did what, as a man of honor 
and an officer, I was bound to do 
The principal task in our colonies is to in- 
troduce the Prussian and military spirit.” 
The entire German press is dissatisfied with 
the sentence of the court-martial, taking 
the ground that either the Prince is crazy, 
and in that event should have been com- 
mitted to a lunatic asylum, or else should 
have been subjected to a far more serious 
punishment than the one inflicted upon him, 
The Emperor is understood to hold the 
same views, and it is known that the Duke 
of Arenberg, who traveled all the way from 
Brussels to Berlin the other day to intercede 
for his brother, received from the Kaser no 
hope of. leniency.. In fact, there is every 
reason to believe that he will be subjected 
to a more severe penalty than that pro- 
nounced by the court-martial, and that the 
proud escutcheon of one of the most Mus- 
trious houses in all Burope will henceforth 
be smirched by the conviction of one of its 


members of felony. 


The house in question exercised sovereign 
sway in Germany until the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, and still reétaing the 
status of a sovereign house, possessing the 
right of marrying royalty on a footing of 
equality, as well as exemption from 
tion and from the jurisdiction of o 
criminal tribunals, besides a number of 
other prerogatives. The Duke of Aren 
makes his home at Brussels, but holds a 
commission in the German army, and ig a 
member of the House of Lords of 
Austria, Bavaria, Wurtemberg, and Hun. 

The Arenbergs are descended from 
the Robert de la Marck, so familiar to the 
readers of the novels of Sir Walter Scott

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BANISHMENT _ 
As A PENALTY. 


Ex-Attache Describes Laws 
That Prevail in Old 
World Nations. 


LATE FRENCH CASE. 


Punishment of Deroulede and 
Buffet Brands Them as 
Felons. 


_ EXILES OF ROYALTY. 


ANISHMENT, the punishment to 
which the French Senate sitting as 

a high court of justice has con- 
demned MM. Déroulede and Buffet, 

as well as Count Lur-Saluces, for 
conspiring to overthraw the republic, is a 
penalty so unfamiliar.to people of the Eng- 
lish-speaking race and possesses to their 
ears such a sound of medievalism that 
some words of explanation concerning the 
matter may prove of timely interest. It is 
a punishment that cannot be found in the 
statute books either of the United States or 
of the United Kingdom. “True, the gowern- 
ment of this country, like that of every 
other, retains and exercises the right to 


expel from its territory undesirable aliens, — 


but from the moment that a man becomes 
an American. citizen the government at 
Washington ceases to have the power to de- 
port him to any foreign land. Were it con- 
sidered necessary for the welfare of the 
nation to Impose ‘exile upon Any United 
States citizen a special act of Congress 


would have to be passed, authorizing the in-.. 


fliction of this measure, precisely in the same 
way that a special act of Parliament at 
Westminster would be needed to enable the 
English ¢rown to banish any of its subjects 
from the United Kingdom. 

In nce, however, and in other conti- 
nental countries, especially those where the 


code Napoleon constitutes the basis of the ; 


administration of law. banishment is re- 
tained as a punishment for crime, and is in- 
variably accompanied by a forfeiture of all 
civic. and civil rights. It is in the words of 
the code Napoleon a peine infamante,”’ 


that is to say, a penalty bringing just as 


much infamy and degradation upon the per- 
son against whom it is pronounced as if he 
had been condemned to penal servitude or 


hard labor. 


It must thoroughly be understood that 
banishment figures in the code Napoleon 


not @s a more or less honorable retribution — 
for mere political offenses and indiscre- 


tions, that is to say, as a disciplinary meas- 
ure involving no dishonor, but, on the con- 
trary, as a punishment for crimes of various 
kinds against the common laws of the land. 
In fact, the code of France, and likewise 
those of other continental nations that have 
based their system of justice thereon, ex- 


pressly explains that a decree of banishment 
brands with the stigma. of. felony those 


against whom it is pronounced. 
Banishment Without Disgrace. 


The Duke of Orleans and Prince Vietor 
Napoleon are not. however, exiled in the or- 
dinary sense of the word. Their banish- 
ment, unlike that of Deroulede, Buffet, and 
Lur-Saluces, carries with it no imputation 
of Frime and no brand of infamy. Exile in 
their case is due not to the judgment of any 
tribunal, nor has it been imposed for any 
crime against the law of the land or infrac- 


tion of the penal code. They are banished 


by virtue of a special act of Parliament, 
passed some twelve or thirteen years ago, 
and which, for the sake of strengthening 
the then much menaced republic, decreed 
that recognized chiefs of the dynasties 
which have reigned in France should be 


exiled from French territory. 


That is to say, if Prince Victor Bonaparte 
were to die suddenly today at Brussels, 
where he spends his exile, his only brother, 
Prince Louis, a Cavalry General in the serv- 
ice of Russia, and who at present is free to 
come and go as he may see fit in France, 
would at once, as chief of the House of 
Bonaparte, become subject to the parlia- 

anished 


mentary act of exile of 1888 and be b 
thenceforth from French territory. 


In the same why the young Duke of Mont- 
pensier, now at school in France, in which 
country he spends at least ten months of the 
year, on the death without issue of his elder 
brother, the Duke of Orleans, will become 
ipso facto and at once an exile from his na- 
tive land, and will remain so until his death 


or until this act of the legislature is repealed. 
Some Remain on French Soil. 


The French government, however, it 
may be pointed out, offers no objec- 
tion whatever to the other members of 

dynasties that have formerly reigned in 
France residing on French soil. Thus ex-

they, as members of a form rly. sovereign 
French dynasty, are debarred from serving 
in the French army or from holding any 
commission therein by the same act of the 
National legislature by virtue of which 
Prince Victor and the Duke of Orleans are 
how in exile. 

This may help people to understand the 


= difficulty in which the French government 


found itself when the Duke of Orleans, vio- 
lating the legislative decrees of ‘exile, re- 
turned to France, made his appearance at 
Paris, and demanded the right of serving, 
like every other French-citizen: in the French 
army. The government contented itself 


With sentencing him to mere detention in a 
provincial prison for a period of six months. 
Mad he, however, been a man banished by 


Virtuc of a judicial dectsion and for infrac- 


tion of one of the laws of the penal code 


he would have received far different treat- 
ment and the government would have had 
no hesitation whatever as to what to do in 
the matter. For any person judicially ban- 


en who returns to France in detiance of 
the sentence. pronounced upon him by the 
courts renders himself ipso facto liable to 

Amprisonment with hard labor for the un- 


expired term of his banishment. 
Cases of Deroulede and Buffet. 


Both Deroulede and Buffet are condemned 
to ten years’ exile. If they venture to set 
foot. on French territory before the ex- 
piration of that time-they will at once be 
consigned to the penitentiary, treated as 
ordinary convicts, and compelled to per- 
form hard labor for the remainder of their 
term of banishment. The latter, when pro- 
nounced by a court of justice, can in no cage 
exceed ten years; the minimum sentence or 
banishment being five years, whereas the 
exile of Prince Victor_Bondaparte and of the 
Duke. of Orleans will last until their death, 
unless the national.Legislature repeals its

act of twelve years ago: . 
The two Princes remain 


French citizens, 
who’ for à particular political purpose are 
ecompelied to live abroad, but who are in 
no sense of the word beyond the pale of the 
law. Otherwise they would not be received 
as royal personages at the various courts 
of Europe; the Duke of Orleans would not 
have been created a Knight of the Order of 
the Golden Fleece by the Emperor of Aus- 
tria, nor would Prince Victor have re- 
ceived the Order of the Annunciation from 
King Humbert. Deroulede, Buffet, and Lur- 
Saluces are, however, outlaws—men con- 
victed of crimes against the ordinary laws 
of their native land and who, as deprived 
of all civil rights, can claim no kind of pro- 
tection from the French consular or diplo- 
matte authorities abroad. In fact, under 
me existing laws of the United States, they | 
= eould not be permitted to land in this coun- 
My, being in the position of men condemned 
for felony arid who have not yet completed 


their punishment. Nor is it likely that any 


other State would be willing to concede the 


rigits and prerogatives of citizenship to 


these men, who have beeen turned out of 
their country for their country’s good. So

Banishment for Crimes. 

There are a number of crimes and felonies 
for which the French courts impose banish- 
ment, sometimes to follow a term of impris- 
onment with hard labor, and sometimes 
without imprisonment. \Habitual criminals, 
people, for instance, who by the repetition 
and frequency of their infractions of the 
law show that they are beyond moral re- 
demption, are banished. In fact, the French 
code seems to take.the ground that there 
are a large number of people belonging to 
the criminal classes of the nation whom it is 
more profitable to banish, with what is 
known as civic degradation, than to main- 
tain in some French penitentiary or penal 
colony. It is among this category of ppople 
that Deroulede, Buffet, and Count Lur- 
Saluces are now relegated by the highest 
court of justice in France, which inflicts this 
punishment upon them not on the general 
ground that they have sought to overturn 
the republic, byt because they have dis- 
obeyed those clauses of the penal code which 
prohibit citizens from instigating — either 
fellow-citizens or servants of the state to 
disobey the orders of the government and 
the laws of the land.
